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TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD. 


The Recent Experiments on General 
Biair ond ihn Resuits. 


(St. Louis Letter to Chicago Times. ] 

The medical process known as trans- 
fusion of blood is exciting a great deal 
of interest in St. Louis, attention having 
been called more especially to the mat- 
ter through the recent experiments up- 
on Gen. k P. Blair, and the appar- 
ently wonderful results attained. Gen. 
Blair, while filling the unexpired senato- 
rial term of Judge Drake, ani to fail 
in health, and after the senatorial can- 
vass in the Legislature two years ago, 
which resulted in the election of Bogy, 
his powers seemed to give way almost 
entirely. His friends obtained for him 
a sinecure in the superintendency of in- 
surance in Missouri, and the Genera! has 
been spending nearly all the time since 
at the Clifton Springs water-cure, in 
New York state, in the hope of recuper- 
ation. His attack was a slow disease of 
the brain and prostration of the nervous 
power, brought on, according to his 
physicians, by intense mental strain and 
exertion, coupled with the excessive 
use. of tobacco and stimulant. The dis- 
ease threatened the ual wasting away 
of the intellect and the living death of 
paralysis. Complete relaxation, avoid. 
ance of all excitement, careful diet, and 
the simple tonic of cold water treatment, 
were prescribed as the only possible 
remedies, and to obtain these Gen. Blair 
took up his residence at Clifton Springs. 

Like the rest of his family, Frank P. 
Blair was in his time possessed of splen- 
did phisique and an iron constitutien. 
A weaker man would have fallen un- 
der the burdens and abuse ten years 
earlier. The treatment promised fora 
time to bring about a restoration of at 
least partial health. The hope was a 
delusive one, however, and a year ago 
the conclusion was forced upon Gen. 
Blair’s mind that he could never be 
more than invalid. It was then that he 
renounced the ‘‘pomps and vuanities,”’ 
told his friends he should never again 
enter the po.itical arena, and then united 
with the Presbyterian church at Clifton. 
He remained at the cure all last summer 
and fall, finding temporary relief in the 
treatment. Early in the winter he reach- 
ed home, a mere wreck of himself as 
his friends had known him here. A 
senatorial contest—the one in which 
Lockrell won—was coming on, and 
Blair's old henchmen and allies called 
on him, looked on his shrunken form, 
expressed sympathy, and went away 
sorrowful, recognizing that the political 
giant upon whom was supposed to have 
tallen the magnetic power of Benton 
had wasted his strength. 

Blair lingered along through the win- 
ter at his home in this city, gradually 
failing in strength, physical and mental. 
Six weeks ago he had sunken so low as 
to be unable to recognize his friends or 
help himself, and he lay helpless day 
after day. ‘Then was conceived the idea 
of trying upon Gen, Blair’s system the 
eflect of transfusion of blood. The 
family strongly opposed the experiment 
at first, but after considerable solicita- 
tion on the part of the attending phy- 
sicians, gave reluctant consent to the 
test. At the first experiment between 
two and three ounces of fresh human 
blood were injected into the patient's 
veins, and the effect was highly satisfac- 
tory. He could move his arms, and 
even talk a little. Since then twelve 
ounces in the aggregate have been trans- 
ferred, and now the General is able to 
move himself to a considerable extent. 
There is some brain activity, and appar- 
ently the man has taken a new lease up- 
op life. The family and other relatives 
have withdrawn all opposition to the 
experiments, and are now hopeful of 
complete recovery. They are, however, 
morbidly sensiiive about the subject, 
and avoid as far as possible all publicity 
respecting the experiments. 

The transfusions were made last week 
and five ounces of blood injected. The 
ill results which attended the first of 
these two operations, however, demon- 
strated the necessityj of great care in 
selecting the person from whom the 
current isto be drawn. The blood was 
tuken and injected, and caused effects 
upon the General similar to intoxication. 
Upon investigation the physicians dis- 
covered that the subject who had fur- 
nished the blood had been on a bit of a 
spree the day before, and with the blood 
had been transferred some alcohol. It 
was a very Clear case of a drunk by 
proxy. <A second transfusion was made 
in order to overcome the bad effects of 
the former. Another transfusion will 
take place this week, to be followed by 
other experiments as the General shall 
seem to improve. 

Since the the encouraging results in 
this case a number of experiments have 
been made with others. The most nota- 
ble one is the case of Edmund Pinero, 
of a leading law firm, Pogue & Pinero. 
Mr. Pinero has been completely helpless 
nine weeks with rheumatic gout. All 
of his joints had become so affected that 
he was.unable to move, and lay day after 
day suilering untold tortures. Transfu- 
sion was tried with him one day last 
week, his partner, W. B. Pogue, a stout, 
healthy man, supplying the current{to the 
extent of two ounces. He improved 
rapidly after the transfusion, and is now 
able to situp. He will receive another 
contribution from his obliging partner 
some (lay this week. 

In every case so far attemped in St. 
Louis the result has been successful with 
a single exception, and then the patient 
was too far gone. Besides in the selec- 
tion of the donor, great care is required 
in the transfusion that no air is injected 
into the veins of the patient, an almost 
infinitesimal quantity being sufficient to 
cause death. 

Jn itself the operation is simple, but 
requires peculiar instruments. When 
the preparations have all been made a 
vein is opened in the patient’s arm, the 
right generally, and a tube sjmilar to 
that used in injecting medicine under the 
skin is inserted. the blood in the vein 
as svon as exposed to the air inthe pen- 
etrating tube coagulates and forms a clot. 
Then a vein in the arm of the subject is 
opened and the blood drawn out through 
a glass fynnel into a glass syringe, the 
sides of which have graduated lines to 
show the amount. delicate yalye cuts 
oif the current when the desired quantity 
has been obtained. Thenasmall flexibie 
tube is attached to the syringe in place 
of the funnel. The end of this tube has 
an attacbinent sharp pointed which pass- 
es into the instrument first inserted in 
the paticnt’s vein. With the blood com: 
pletely filling the tube and the attachment 
the sharp point is forced through the clot 
in the opening of the vein, and by a gentle 
pressure the blood is forced into the 
patient. Very rarely is g larger quantity 
than three ounces injected, gs more than 
that is liable to cause perturbation in 
the circulation and work harm to the 
patient. 

The cases to which the St. Louis 
physicians pronounce the transfusion 
ct tte are these; 

. All cases of exhaustion, by any kind 
of hemorrhage. 

2. All cases of ancemia and chorosa. 

3. Lipothemia. 

4, Cholera morbus. 

5. In cases of partial paralysis, poison- 

ing, hydrop)ebia, asphyxia, bachist, 

scrofula and consumption. 

In consumption, however, 9 double 

operation is necessaryto ffect a permanent 

cure, The patient must be first almost 

entirely depleted of blood and then the 

transfusion of heaithy blopd may take 

place.

Paris, May 19.—ln the assembly to- 
day, Minister Dufaure submitted a bill 
regulating the relations between the pub- 
lic powers. It provides that the senate 
and chamber of deputies shall meet an- 
nuaily in January and sit at least five 
months in the year. The president ofthe 
republic may communicate with the 
chambers by message, and the chambers 
are obliged to reconsider any decision if 
the president makes a request to that ef- 
fect. The president and ministers can 
be impeached only by the senate. M. 
Dufaure also introduced a bill relating to 
the organization of the senate. It pro- 
vides that the elections for senators shall 
be ordered by a decree which must be 
issucd six months before the day, 
appvinted for holding thereof.

Last week we noticed an interesting 
case before the supreme court involving 
the validity of county bonds issued in 
1862 and 1863, by authority of a special 
act of the legislature. The object was 
toraise motiey for the support of the 
families of indigent volunteers, or for 
Other county purpose. The court de- 
cides, and it is a very righteous decision, 
that the act of feeding the destitute, 
whose fathers and husbands were sol- 
diers, was in no proper sense aiding the

ing the jury. The charge of the Court 
that the contract should be in writing 
and entered on the miautes of the Court 
was good law, if it had been applicable 
to the facts proved by the evidence in the 
case before it. The 493d section of the 
Code declares tha: all contracts entered 
into bythe Ordinary (formerly by the 
Inferior court) with other perscns in be- 
half of the county must be in writing 
and entered on their minutes. In the 
case of Prichett vs. the Inferior Court of 
Bartow county (46th Geo. Rep., 462) a 
suit was brought ona bond similar to the 
bonds sued on in thiscase. The defen- 
dant demurred to the plaintiff's declara- 
tion, and this Court sustaized the de- 
murrer on the ground that it did not ap- 
pear from the plaintiff's declaration that 
the contract had ever been entered on 
the minutes of the Court, and we now 
reaffirm the ruling of the Court in that 
case on the statement of facts contained 
therein.

The defendant’s counsel had the day all 
to themselves at first. The argument was 
opened by Col. L. J. Glean, who was fol- 
lowed by Gen. Gartrell, both for the priso- 
ner. Ffolicitor4éeneral Glenn then conelud- 
ed for the state. We are satisfied that as a 
general rule readers of newspapers have no 
great partiality for reading long legal argu- 
ments, no matter how important the occa 
sion may be. We will consequently not 
attempt to give the substance 
of those of yesterday. Certain it is the 
learned counsel on both sides appreciated 
the magnitude of the question at issue, and 
that the liberty of a weil known young man, 
as well as the good name of his family was 
hanging inthe balance, and spread them- 
selves accordingly. Perhaps the old city 
hail never re-echoed to more flights of gen- 
uine eloquence than it did yesterday, and 
the construction put upon some of the evi- 
dence by ingenaous counsel would have 
cousiderably astonished tbe witnesses, had 
they been presentand heard it. On this 
point of construing evidence theSability of 
counsel is always made manifest, and con- 
sequently when they get through they often- 
times leave the unhappy juror in the condi-

to believe what he heard with his own ears 
aod saw with hisown eyes However, the 
efforts of the above named gentlemen, yes- 
terday, were unusually able. Each side 
thought they were right and labored hard to 
convince the jury. 

THE CHARGE. 

His honor, Judge Hopkins, was longer in 
his charge, yesterday, than he ordinarily is. 
All the law wlich in any way affected the 
case was given clearly and earnestly to the 
jury. The distinctions between murder, 
manslaughter, and justifiable homicide, 
were dwelt upon exhaustively. The duties 
and obligations of a conscientious jury, as 
well asthe rules ior testing the credibility 
of witness, were given fully in charge. 

THE JURY HUNG AND COURT ADJOURNED. 

The jurors retired to their room, and it 
being now half past twelve o’clock, court 
tookSa recess for one hour.

After 
waiting sometime for them to agree, Judge 
Hopkins adjoursed court until this morn- 
ing, when the trials of prisoners in the jail 
will be resumed. When court adjourned 
the mass of spectators located themselves 
on the railings around the city ha'l, in the 
front of the Presbyterian and Baptist 
eburehes and in various other pleces where 
a@ View could be obtained of the jury room. 
They maintained their positions with 
great patience until nearly dark and 
indulged in a thousand speculations as to 
the cause of the jurvy’s being hung. When 
a representative of THe CONSTITUTION vis- 
ited the city hall about five o’clock, the 
place from the eruwd around looked as if it 
was standing siege. Looking up in the jury 
room the scene was interesting. One of 
the jurors had his hat on his head, and was 
taking things very deliberately. Evidently 
that man’s mind was made up. Back in 
the room was expressing his views earnest- 
ly, using both arms to give emphasis. When 
last heard from last night the jury were 
still unable toagree. They sent one mes- 
sage to Judge Hopkins, stating that they 
didn’t think they could agree, but his honor 
refused to discharge them. A verdict may 
be returned to day.

Mr. Hittyer’s Commussion Return- 
ed—A Manly Letter. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
ATLANTA, March 18, 1874. 


Hon. Hamiiton fieh, Secretary of State, 

Washington, D. C.: 

Sin—I have the honor to pemeourent: 
the receipt of your communication of the 
10th inst., enclosing the appcintment of Mr. 
George Hiilyer as commissioner to repre 
sent the state of Georgia in celebrating the 
centennial anniversary of American inde- 
pendence at the city of Phiiadelphia, in the 
year 1876. oe the president’s 
commission is an open letter from yourself 
to Mr. Hillyer, advising him of his appoint- 
ment, genes with the printed form of an 
oath, which, in the event of his acceptance, 
you direct him to ,execute and return, that 
the same may be placed on file in the state 
department. A portion of the oath referred 
to is as follows: 

” , do solemnly swear that I have 
never voluntarily borne arms against the 
United States since I have been a citizen 
thereof; that I have voluntarily given no 
aid, countenance, counsel or rrp ete - 
ment to persons engsged in armed hostility 
thereto; that I have never sought, nor ac- 
cepted, nor attempted to exercise the func- 
tious of any office whatever under any au- 
thority, or pretended authority, in hostility 
to the United States; that I have not yield- 
ed a voiuntary support to any pretended 
government, authority, power or constitu- 
tion within the United States, hostile or in- 
imical thereto,” 

By requiring commissioners to take this 
oath the southern states are, in effect, ex- 
cluded from ail voice or participation in the 
celebration referred to. It must be know 
to the president that almost the entire body 
of the white people at the south were 
engaged, actively or otherwise, in behelf 
of theirown section, in the late war be. 
tween the states, and that they can take no 
partin the exposition under the require- 
meots now made of them. Indeed, if the 
commissioners, or official representatives of 
the states, are required to take obnoxious 
oaths, I see no reasun why the exhibi ors, 
and even the visitors at the exhibition, 
may not be called vpon to dothe same 
thing.

all participation therein, 

Candor constrains me to say that if this 
gratuitous and waiton requirement is in- 
sisted upon, the people of (eorgia will not, 
with my consent, take any part whatever in 
the proposed partisan celebraticn at Phia- 
delphia. I had suppoced that the people of 
allthe states were expected to take part on 
the joyous occasion, and that not only the 
peopie of these states, of every creed, color 
and condition, but the lovers of liberty 
throughout the civilized world would be 
cordially invited and welcomed, without 
preiiminary oaths or exactions of any kind. 
If in this I have been mistakes, and if, as it 
now seems, only a partisan celebration by 
the dominant political party of the country 
is contemplated, then, [ regret to say, that 
a great opportunity has beea Jost, and that 
neither the governor nor the people of 
Georgia will be responsible for that misfor- 
tune. 

I must askto be yjardoned for haying 
troubled the president to appoint a com- 


| missioner for this state. My desire was 


that Georgia should be represented at the 
celebration by a native born citizen; but 
candor compels me to say that Iam not 
acquainted with a native fit to represent the 
state who couid, or would, take the oath 
required. Certainly Mr. Hillyer caunot 
take it, and I respectfully decline to be the 
channel through which he is invited to do
